During the past two years, the eyes of the world have 
been directed to Him who wrought our salvation through 
His Blood and His Death upon the Cross. The Cross on 
which Christ shed His Precious Blood for our Redemption 
was transformed from an instrument of shame into a sign 
of victory. Christ, clothed as the Divine High Priest, is 
seen extended upon it, offering Himself to appease the Di- 
vine Majesty.

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Our Divine Redemption 








‘aus URING the past two years, the Cross, that most 
loved and powerfully instructive emblem of Chris- 
tianity, has been held before the eyes of the world. 
By a unique Jubilee commemorating the 19th cen- 
tenary of our Divine Redemption, it has been im- 
pressed upon us that we have been purchased by 
the Precious Blood of Christ shed on the gibbet of 
the Cross. The words of St. Paul: “We have Redemption through 
His Blood” (Eph. i. 7), have re-echoed through the world. Countless 
are the times this Precious Blood has been applied to souls, filling 
them with the realization that they have been purchased at this infinite 
price. The whole Church Militant has proclaimed the truth number- 
less times in the Preface of the Mass of the Holy Cross: “Who didst 
effect the salvation of mankind on the wood of the Cross.” And the 
Church Triumphant sings to our Lord, according to the narrative of 
St. John: “Thou wast slain and hast redeemed us to God in Thy Blood” 
(Apoc. v. 9). 

God might have pardoned man his sins in a thousand other ways, 
but He preferred the Way of the Cross as being an incomparably 
greater proof of His love than any other means, and immeasurably 
more beneficial to us. The blessings we derive from our Lord’s death 
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upon the Cross are infinite, because by it He has delivered us from 
the servitude of sin and given us our liberty; He has trampled the 
devil under His feet, so that unless we consent, he can no longer 
injure us; He has closed the gates of hell and opened to us those of 
paradise; and He has shown His great regard for us and the perfect 
love He bears us, by purchasing us so dearly and giving infinitely 
more than was necessary, since He might have ransomed us with a 
single glance of His Adorable eyes, or one word of His Almighty lips. 

Verily, the mystery of the Cross is the mystery of predestination, 
of justification, of salvation and of the entire happiness of mankind. 
With unspeakable gratitude should we raise our voices in that exultant 
cry: “Jesus Christ loved us, and washed us from our sins in His own 
Blood” (Apoc. i. 5). Overwhelmed by the infinite mercy and im- 
measurable love manifested by our Divine Savior in His sufferings and 
death for our salvation, we should appreciate so highly our Divine 
Redemption, that speaking of our Lord’s death and Passion, we might 
be able to render to ourselves this testimony of St. Bernard: “I believed 
that true wisdom consisted in meditation on the sufferings and death 
of my Savior; I chose it as a most efficacious means to acquire virtue 
and attain perfection; I relied upon it for the completion of my knowl- 
edge, for the riches of my salvation and for the abundance of my 
merits. Behold my highest philosophy: to know Jesus Christ, and 
Jesus Christ Crucified’ (Serm. No. 3. in Cant.). 

The Cross is, indeed, not only a school of virtue, but our greatest 
hope, and Jesus Christ Crucified our strongest support. This is why 
the Church sings: “O crux ave, spes unica — Hail, O Cross, my only 
hope!” St. John Chrysostom calls it “The hope of Christians, the 
safety of the world, the guide of the blind, the right road of travelers, 
the riches of the poor, the sword, the shield, the offensive and de- 
fensive weapon of soldiers, the bulwark of the assailed, and the glo- 
rious trophy of the victory which Christ gained over the devil.” The 
ground on which this hope is founded is the fact that our Lord paid 
our ransom on the Cross, and paid infinitely more than was necessary 
to discharge all our debts and remedy all our miseries. Through 
the Cross, God “hath delivered us from the power of darkness and 
hath translated us into the kingdom of the Son of His love” (Col. i. 13). 
God has rescued us from the tyrannical power of the prince of 
darkness and has placed us in the blessed state and kingdom of 
His beloved Son who bought us with His Blood, the least drop of 
which is of infinite value and consequently more than sufficient to 
efface all our sins, to deliver us from all our miseries and to acquire 
for us every blessing. 
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Though this time of unsurpassed graces, — that of the Jubilee 
of our Divine Redemption, — shall have passed with this month, let 
us ever remember that the Cross of Christ is the surest foundation 
of our hope. The Cross will be the infallible cause of our salvation 
if we live godly, but if we live in vice and sin, it will be the certain 
instrument of our ruin. Let our gratitude take the form of imitation 
of the virtues practiced by our Adorable Savior in His bitter Passion, 
and let our hearts ever burn with grateful love, that we may spend 
this life “Looking on Jesus, the author and finisher of faith, who 
having joy set before Him, endured the Cross, despising the shame, 
and now sitteth on the right hand of the throne of God” (Heb. xii. 2). 





Behold the Cross 


EDEMPTION and salvation are to be found only in 
the Cross. On two distinct occasions the Cross ad- 
monishes us with a very special earnestness: on Ash 
Wednesday when the Cross of ashes is traced on our 
foreheads as a sign that our body must yield to death 
and dust, and on Good Friday as a messenger to all 
mankind. The message to all mankind is delivered 

to us at the most solemn moment of the Good Friday services. With 

the desire of making a deep and lasting impression, Holy Mother 

Church, when mourning the death of our Divine Savior on Good Friday, 

cries out: “Behold the wood of the Cross on which hangs suspended 

the world’s Salvation.” Verily, the Cross, as the instrument of our 
salvation and the redemption of the world, is the great message of 

Golgotha,* the revelation of Good Friday. World-embracing are the 

look, the call and the prayers of Holy Church in the supplications 

of Good Friday, just as the call of the Savior on the Cross was ex- 
tended to the whole world. As the love of Jesus embraces all mankind, 
so does the love of the Church in its Good Friday services. 

On Good Friday after the Passion of our Lord has been sung, the 
priest intones the great orations in which the intentions of all mankind 
are recommended to the reign of God. They are the solemn prayers 
for the whole Church and its visible head, the Pope, and all ranks © 
in the Church, the prayers for all the faithful, for the suffering and 
afflicted, for all the depressed and imperiled on the whole earth; and 
extending ever farther, prayers for our separated brethren in the faith,

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and for the conversion of all who languish in the darkness of pagan- 
ism. Thus does the all-embracing love of the Church cry to heaven. 

The answer to this loud cry of all mankind for help and salvation 
follows immediately. It is the unveiling of the covered Crucifix, the 
most solemn moment of the entire ecclesiastical year. Slowly the 
image of the Crucified is unveiled. Three times the priest proclaims 
in solemn words which resound through the church: “Ecce lignum 
crucis, in quo salus mundi pependit — Behold the wood of the Cross 
on which hung the Salvation of the world!” Look up, ye people of 
the earth, to the Salvation of the world, to the Cross on Golgotha! 
Hark to its call: All guilt of mankind, beginning with the first sin 
of Adam till the last sin at the end of time, this terrible debt is 
nailed to the Cross and is there atoned for by the Blood of the God- 
man; all atoned for and all repaired: for the sufferings and the death 
of the God-man have infinite value in the sight of the Eternal Father. 

Through the Passion of Christ the way of salvation has been 
opened. The Cross on Golgotha is the landmark of the history of 
mankind. No longer can anyone say: we know not the way. It is 
clear to all that salvation must be sought by adherence to the Crucified. 
For all mankind, the Cross is the sign of salvation. In the Cross 
alone is salvation from the evil which sin has brought upon the people. 
Sin makes mankind unhappy: the sin of unbelief in God, the turning 
away from God, of rebellion against God. For as God is the source 
of all salvation of every man and every nation, so separation from 
God is the loss of all salvation. This is the evil that rests upon the 
people. However, the mercy of God found a way for salvation. On 
the Cross the guilt is atoned for by the One who became obedient unto 
death. This is the call of salvation on Good Friday. 

Jesus Crucified is the remedy for those great evils which afflict 
the world. First, the concupiscence of the eyes. Greed and the desire 
for earthly possessions make man unhappy for it leads to envy and 
hatred in the strife for earthly goods. This unquenchable thirst for 
material possessions has caused the horrors of war, the misery of 
“widows and orphans, the destitution of the poor. The instigators of these 
evils must learn their lesson from the Cross, as well as those afflicted 
who may find courage and consolation in the sight of the Crucified. 

Jesus Crucified is likewise the remedy against the concupiscence 
of the flesh. The inclination to amusements and self-satisfaction, un- 
bridled sensuality, resulting in the downfall of morality, makes our 
people unhappy. Like a deadly poison, sensuality and immorality 
burrow into the very marrow of the strength of a people. And like 
a sick person raving with fever, such a generation speaks of the bless- 
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ings of the emancipation of the flesh, of the success of a pagan culture. 
Who will show the people the way to righteousness? “Ecce lignum 
crucis — Behold the wood of the Cross!” the Church calls out to the 
people. There hangs nailed to the Cross in the agony of death He who 
has atoned for all the sins of the flesh by His sufferings. This is the 
call of the Cross to mankind led astray by sensuality. Through venera- 
tion of Jesus Crucified man will learn self-control, self-abnegation, 
self-restraint, which are essential for a life of virtue. 

Jesus Crucified is, finally, the living reproach against the pride 
of life. Arrogance and self-esteem make mankind unhappy. Millions 
who acknowledge no authority, millions who reject the word of God, 
tread the commandments of God under their feet, are miserably dis- 
contented and fettered by the pride of life rather than made free by 
their false liberty. Jesus Crucified atoned also for the pride of man. 
For this, too, He atoned on the Cross, like a criminal willingly taking 
ignominy and disgrace upon Himself. 

Behold how all the evils of the world find their remedy, their ex- 
piation in Jesus Crucified! Only through Him who became the Lamb 
of Sacrifice did salvation come to the world. It now lies with man- 
kind to make use of these fruits of our Redemption. Verily, the Cross 
of Golgotha is the landmark, the guide for the individual and for the 
family of nations. The Good Friday call from the Cross re-echoes 
through the world, resounds among the nations. It is the call of Him 
who could say: “All power is given to Me in heaven and on earth” 
(Matt. xxviii. 18). It is the duty of each soul as well as the entire 
world to bow to the Cross. It is the duty of the nations to open the 
way for the message of the Cross, to acknowledge the Kingship of 
Christ and to obey the royal commandments of Christ. This is the 
fruit Pope Pius XI, our gloriously reigning Pontiff, desired by the 
inauguration of the Jubilee of our Divine Redemption which this 
generation has been so privileged as to celebrate. May it result in a 
return to Jesus Crucified!

In the Last Supper Room and on Calvary 
By Dr. Sigmund Waitz, Abp. of Salzburg 





EART and mind occupied with the great work of 
our Redemption, we are transported to the Supper 
Room where Jesus, the Son of God, made to us so 
precious a bequest before His death. It is the night 
on which our Savior was betrayed, that holiest of all 
Holy Thursday nights; that night in which the hatred 
of hell undertook to deliver the incarnate Son of 
God, the true Messiah, to the hatred of men. Man- 
kind’s work of hatred was preceded by the word of 
infinite mercy on the part of our Divine Savior who 

gave Himself in everlasting love for love of man. In that momentous 

hour in the Supper Room, a new and eternal bond was formed be- 
tween God and man, the bond of most intimate love and friendship 
which Jesus was about to seal and strengthen on the Cross with His 

Precious Blood. That which Christ began at the Last Supper, and 

completed on Calvary the following day, is now continued in the 

Holy Sacrifice of the Mass. In the prayers of the Mass, the priest 


says at the Consecration: — 

Who the day before He suffered took bread into His holy and 
venerable hands, and with His eyes lifted up to heaven, unto Thee, 
God His Almighty Father, giving thanks to Thee, He blessed, broke 

“and gave to His disciples, saying: Take and eat ye all of this, for 
this is My Body. In like manner after He had supped, taking also 
this excellent chalice into His holy and adorable hands; also giving 
thanks to Thee, He blessed and gave it to His disciples saying: Take, 
and drink ye all of this; for this is the Chalice of My Blood, of the 
new and eternal testament; the mystery of faith, which shall be shed 
for you and for many unto the remission of sins. As often as ye 
shall do these things, ye shall do them in memory of Me. 

The august and adorable offering of the Mass is, therefore, the 


same as the Sacrifice of Calvary, for on the altar Christ renews in an 
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unbloody manner the same Sacrifice which He offered up in a bloody 
manner on the Cross. The Adorable Sacrifice is the very essence of 
religious worship and the one great source of true Christian life. 

It is tremendously impressive when the Holy Father, the Pope 
in Rome, says a Pontifical High Mass, as he does with great pomp 
at every canonization ceremony. On such occasions, the Pope is 
surrounded by many cardinals, many more bishops, thousands of 
priests and about fifty thousand faithful, in the largest Church of 
Christendom, St. Peter’s. A moment comes when all present sink 
to their knees, all voices are hushed while the Holy Father repeats 
the sacred words of Consecration. Instantly, silver trumpets resound 
from the cupola in wonderful harmony and volume of tone. Then 
how vividly one feels: Now our Lord and Savior, the Divine Re- 
deemer, comes down from heaven upon the altar, surrounded by His 
angels, renews the holy Sacrifice and manifests that it is His “delight 
to be with the children of men” (Prov. viii. 31), to rejoice them 
with His love and bestow upon them the greatest benefits of His mercy. 

The Holy Sacrifice of the Mass is something so powerful and 
sublime that nothing on earth can be adequately compared to it. 
But every Holy Mass, be it offered up in the most isolated chapel 
among the hills, is, in its essence, of the same value and merit as 
the solemn High Mass of the Pope in St. Peter’s. In every Holy 
Mass Christ, the Lord, is priest and sacrifice. The same plenitude 
of graces is, therefore, always connected with It. It is always and 
everywhere the renewal of the Sacrifice of the Cross, and at the same 
time the continuation of the Last Supper celebration. At every Holy 
Mass we are in the Last Supper room as well as on Calvary. 

Every Holy Mass is a sublime act of adoration and glorification 
to the infinite Majesty of God, offered through Christ, our Lord, the 
incarnate Son of God. 

Every Holy Mass is a perfect sacrifice of fervent thanks for the 
many benefits of the infinite love of God. 

Holy Mass is always and everywhere the same efficacious sacrifice 
to banish the curse of sin and avert the punishments which men deserve; 
always and everywhere the same holy Sacrifice of prayer and petition. 

When our Divine Savior endured the bitterest sufferings on the 
Cross, He prayed with extended arms,— an all-embracing memento 
for men on earth. From the heights of the Cross He looked down 
upon all the earth, He who “seeth from eternity to eternity” (Ecclus. 
xxxix. 25). Suspended on the Cross, He penetrated into the past, to 
the beginning of mankind in paradise, and He likewise perceived the 
destinies of the world to the end of time. For He was burdened with 
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the sins of all men (Isa. liii. 4). Therefore, our Savior’s seven last words 
upon the Cross are expressed anew in every Holy Mass. He prays for all 
who persecute Him and increase the tortures of His death on the Cross. 
Ever anew He offers to contrite sinners forgiveness and grace to the last 
moment of their lives. In every Holy Mass He begs His dear Mother, whom 
He has appointed Mother of Grace, to adopt the children of men with 
maternal love, to guide them on their way to eternity. He continually offers 
the tortures of His burning thirst and His utter abandonment to deliver 
man from the tortures of eternal fire and eternal abandonment, which is 
the punishment for those who despise the love of God here on earth. He 
ever and again admonishes man to complete his life work, which for every- 
one is the great mission of securing his eternal salvation. And, dying on

the Cross, He recommends the soul of man into the hands of His and our 
Heavenly Father. All this is renewed in Holy Mass. Behold, in Holy 
Mass a boundless ocean of graces is opened to us. This ocean is as infinite- 
ly great as the love which filled the Savior’s Heart when it was opened 
on the Cross. This ocean of love is not diminished, howsoever many 
graces we draw therefrom, no less than an ocean on earth is diminished 
when children’s hands draw from it at the shore. : 
Ceaselessly we can draw from this superabundant wealth in Holy 
Mass for our life on earth, for our merit and glory in eternity. How great 
is the loss that one suffers who passes through life without drawing from 
this ocean of graces to which he may so easily have access, and the blessings 
which he needs to make him truly happy! Those people who do not know 
this, or knowing it, despise it, are guilty of the reproach which St. John the 
Baptist administered to the Israelites: “There stood one in the midst of you 
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whom you know not” (John i. 26). Jesus on our altars offers us His 
help and His consolations, His blessing and His peace, His goodness 
and His joy, His sufferings and His death with all their merit. He 
yearns to come to our assistance in our need, and whose need is not 
great? He desires to be our protector and our helper in this time of 
great helplessness and utter failure, but till now we have heeded Him not. 

Holy Mass is that golden bond which unites the Church Militant 
with the Church Suffering, and the Church Suffering with the Church 
Triumphant. Whilst Holy Mass is celebrated, the Church Militant 
here on earth lies prostrate before the sacrificial altar of the Savior, 
the Ghurch Triumphant descends from heaven to adore in silent awe, 
and the Church Suffering turns its gaze thither as toward the brightest 
star of hope that glimmers in the firmament of its gloomy prison. 
Jesus is raised anew on every altar as on Calvary, —the sign of our 
Redemption. Let us hasten to profit by the graces purchased by our 
Savior on Calvary, by gathering at the foot of the Cross at Holy Mass.

The Resurrection 





The Keystone of Our Redemption 


LLELUIA! He is risen! —O message of hope and 
joy, announced by the angel at Christ’s empty tomb! 
Again and again Holy Church repeats this jubilant 
refrain in her Easter liturgy, inviting all the world 
to rejoice in the triumphant victory of Christ over 
death. Let us turn from the contemplation of our 
Savior’s sufferings with which our hearts have been 
occupied during this Jubilee of our Divine Redemption, and unite our 
voices in the exultant Alleluia. 

The resurrection of Christ is the very keystone of our Redemption, 
the foundation which supports the entire structure of our Catholic 
belief. From the beginning, Christianity has beheld, in the miracle 
of Easter, the seal of Christ’s life and teaching, of His bitter Passion 
and death, without which the work of Redemption would have been 
of no avail. St. Paul, speaking to the early Christians, declared: “If 
Christ be not risen again, your faith is vain... But now Christ is risen 
from the dead, the first fruits of them that sleep” (1 Cor. xv. 17, 20). 
Thus the inspired apostle makes the Church depend for her very life 

«upon our Lord’s resurrection from the dead. 

The resurrection is the strongest proof of the Divinity of Jesus 
Christ. It is the seal which He Himself set upon His life’s work when 
He said in prophecy: “Destroy this temple, and in three days I will 
raise it up,” which St. John explains by adding, “But He spoke of the 
temple of His Body” (John ii. 19, 21). This prophecy Jesus fulfilled 
on Easter morning, when He arose gloriously from the tomb. 

He is risen! This is the greatest and most sublime aspect of the 
Easter message, which stirs to its very depths the heart of man. “If 
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in this life only we have hope in Christ,” says St. Paul, “we are of 
all men the most miserable” (1 Cor. xv. 19). The most innate and 
ardent longing of man is for life. The thought of death is repugnant 
to his nature. He trembles before death, the ruthless destroyer of 
all mortal life. But-an interior voice cries out that life may not, 
cannot be destroyed. The hour of death does not extinguish life, but 
only transfers it from the vale of earth to the eternal regions of God. 
“Vita mutatur, non tollitur —Life is changed, not taken away,” as 
the Church sings in the inspiring “Preface of the Dead.” 

This is the glorious message of Easter,— a message of life, of 
victory over death and the gloom of the tomb. Jesus, our Savior, 
desiring in His goodness to remove from us the terrors of death, Him- 
self passed through its dark portals, that His death might become for 
us the gateway to eternal life. Easter is, therefore, the feast of un- 
dying, victorious life. And this is the Easter message of our Risen 
Savior to every Christian soul: Without Good Friday, no Easter; with- 
out suffering, no triumph; without struggle, no victory; without death, 
no life; and without the grave, no resurrection. 


Our Spiritual Resurrection 


But if we wish to rise with Christ in glory, we must first rise with 
Him spiritually by the amendment of our sinful lives. Let us there- 
fore consider the signs of the resurrection of Christ, that we may 
deduce from them the signs of spiritual resurrection. 

First, there was the stone rolled back from the door of the sepul- 
chre. This was to the holy women the first sign of our Lord’s resur- 
rection on Easter morning. — When by sincere contrition our stony 
heart is taken away from us, it is the first sign of the resurrection of 
our soul. Were our hearts softened by tears of repentance during the 
sacred time of Lent, and during the Jubilee of our Redemption, when 
we contemplated our Savior’s sufferings and our sins which were the 
cause of them? ; 

The second sign of the resurrection was the open sepulchre. The 
angel who sat upon the stone said to the holy women: “Come and see 
the place where the Lord was laid” (Matt. xxviii. 6). They therefore 
entered into the sepulchre, and not finding the Body of Christ, were 
convinced by the angel’s word that He had risen. — Sincere con- 
fession, by which the sepulchre of our soul is opened to the priest, 
is the second sign of our spiritual resurrection... Was it, perhaps, 
closed through fear or shame, even in our Easter confession? 

The linen cloths lying carefully folded in the sepulchre were 
the third sign of our Lord’s resurrection. St. John, who out-ran 
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Peter and came first to the sepulchre, stooping down, saw the linen 
cloths lying. Simon Peter, also, “saw the linen cloths lying, and 
the napkin that had been about His head, not lying with the linen 
cloths, but apart, wrapt up into one place” (John xx. 6, 7). Jesus 
did not come forth like Lazarus, bound feet and hands with winding 
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bands; He had laid them aside. — The old bad habits, the dangerous 
“occasions of sin, our cherished sins, are the linen cloths which bind 
our souls. Deliverance from those bad habits is the third sign of 
our spiritual resurrection. Become now, from this Easter, patient, 
meek, sober, chaste; bend your self-will, and the angel will be able 
to say of you also: “Why seek you the living among the dead? 
He is not here, but is risen” (Luke xxiv. 5, 6). 

If we are risen to true spiritual life, Easter will be to us a festival 
of greatest joy, a pledge of our own glorious resurrection. 























FTER two years of special grace, the Extraordinary 
Jubilee commemorating our Divine Redemption will 
end on Low Sunday, April 28th. Opportunities 
never again to be accorded us in our lifetime shall 
then have passed... The Sovereign Pontiff who was 
inspired to institute this unusual Jubilee, has like- 
wise been inspired to give it a unique conclusion. 

Since the diamond jubilee of the miraculous apparitions of the Blessed 

Virgin Mary at Lourdes coincides with the 19th centenary of our Di- 

vine Redemption, the Holy Father has invited the universal family 

of the faithful to join in the triduum to be held at Lourdes, April 26, 

27, 28. His message reads: — 

The world, distracted by mundane interests and agitated by so 
many dissensions, will see the universal family of the faithful joined 
in one thought, in one faith, in one prayer, in the act of begging pardon 
for the fallen, peace for the trembling, relief for the miserable, bread 
for the starving, and for all those wandering ones the light of truth 
and the port of salvation... Those ends which We exposed and pro- 
posed when We gave the great Jubilee Extraordinary to the Catholic 
World, should be the object to be implored for the celebration at 
Lourdes with increased prayer, and by means of so many Eucharistic 
Sacrifices which will be celebrated; and above all, with the intention 
that — rancors extinguished, dissensions happily settled —the tran- 
quillity of things should favor everywhere real Christian peace in 
souls, in peoples, in nations; that peace, We say, which the new-born 
Christ brought in the chant of the angels, which arisen from the dead 
He imparted to His disciples, and when He was about to ascend to the 
Father, left as a sacred pledge to everyone. (Continued on page 374.)

Perhaps for the first time in the history of the Church, a triduum 
will be observed by the Adorable Sacrifice of the Mass being offered un- 
ceasingly, day and night. Christ’s Passion and death have been the spe- 
cial object of our veneration during this Holy Year, and it is therefore 
eminently fitting that these sacred Mysteries should, at the concluding 
triduum at Lourdes, form the central act of homage by the uninter- 
rupted celebration of Holy Masses. The Masses will begin on Thurs- 
day, April 25th at 4:00 P.M., and continue until the same hour on 
Sunday, April 28th.* The wish of the Holy Father is that these Masses 
be celebrated by bishops and priests representing all nationalities and 
all the approved rites. The entire world will participate in this unique — 
triduum. Bishop Pierre Gerlier of Tarbes-et-Lourdes is writing to all 
the bishops of the Catholic world, asking them to organize special 
prayers in their respective dioceses to coincide with the services at 
Lourdes. The same request is being made of the superior generals 
of religious orders, a number of whom have already acquiesced. 


Eucharistic Lourdes 


One of the principal fruits of the Jubilee of our Divine Re- 
demption should be a deeper faith in Christ, a greater love for His 
Real Presence in our midst in the Most Blessed Sacrament, and a 
higher appreciation of His offering Himself daily as our Victim in 
the Adorable Sacrifice of the Mass, whereby He renews at every mo- 
ment the Oblation of Calvary. It is significant that the closing of 
this Extraordinary Jubilee should take place at Lourdes. Though the 
world-famed place of pilgrimage is a sanctuary of Mary Immaculate, 
Lourdes is likewise a Eucharistic shrine. 

The impression of pilgrims is that Lourdes is almost as much a 
sanctuary of the Holy Eucharist as it is of the Virgin Mother. To go 
tc Lourdes is not to take a vacation for study or recreation. To make 
a pilgrimage to Lourdes is to be transported to a beautiful sanctuary 
in order to enjoy for a time the life of a true Christian, to understand 
what is old and yet new, what is most ancient and most modern, what 





*It will be remembered that when the request was made to the 
Sovereign Pontiff for the evening Mass at Lourdes when the Diamond 
Jubilee was celebrated on December 8, 1934, he gave permission only 
on condition that the celebrant should be fasting from the previous 
midnight. It will be understood, therefore, what personal sacrifices 
these uninterrupted Masses will entail upon the celebrants, — But as 
St. Augustine says: ‘Where there is love there is no labor, or if there 
is labor, the labor is loved.”

is in truth Divine charity. It is to open one’s heart to the sweetest 
transports of joy. This is why the effects of a visit to Lourdes are 
transformation, abundant graces, holiness. One pilgrim exclaims: 
“How one feels the influence of the most holy Virgin here! Not a 
moment passes without thinking of her, without invoking her, without 
loving her!” But where Mary is, there Jesus must also be, and Jesus 
is in reality in the Holy Eucharist. We now understand why a pil- 
grimage to Lourdes is essentially Eucharistic. 

Life at Lourdes has three aspects of an incomparable Eucharistic

character. These correspond with the three periods of the day: morn- 
ing, afternoon and night. 

First: the Holy Masses and Communions. From early hours 
when the churches of this sanctuary are opened, until late in the fore- 
noon, priests succeed each other celebrating the Holy Sacrifice without 
intermission. The sick on their litters, beds or in wheel-chairs, re- 
ceive Holy Communion in the shadow of the Sacred Grotto. The other 
faithful approach the Communion railings with marks of extraordinary 
devotion. How easily it can be understood that the Blessed Mother, 
in her marvelous apparitions to St. Bernadette, sought, even more than 
the health of the body, the health of the soul, which is powerfully 
augmented and sustained by frequent reception of the Holy Sacraments. 

Second: the procession with the Most Blessed Sacrament. This 
takes place in the afternoon, and during this procession, each sick 
person is blessed with the monstrance. Only those who have been 
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privileged to witness this ceremony can imagine the sublime effect of 
this sacred act. In spirit, let us go to one of those little towns in 
Palestine which Jesus often visited. We see Him approach the crowd, 
accompanied by His apostles. As Jesus advances towards the sick, 
the afflicted of all classes rush to meet Him. If they cannot go them- 
selves, their relatives or acquaintances assist them to the Presence of 
the Divine Physician. Their fervent cries, full of faith, touch His 
loving Heart. Jesus smiles and blesses them, and that smile and 
benediction carry health to their bodies, happiness to their hearts, 
salvation to their souls. — This is Lourdes. 

In the sanctuary we behold hundreds of sick. The greater number 
lie on their beds. An expression of tender emotion and unfaltering 
confidence is visible on their faces. Their emotions increase and their 
faces beam as our Eucharistic Lord, with His priestly retinue, ap- 
proaches them. He comes in the hands of a prelate, accompanied by 
his ministers. How lovingly and fervently He is acclaimed... Jesus 
has a message of comfort for each suffering heart. Thousands of men 
and women, in silent reverence, contemplate Him on their knees... 
From time to time, one of the priests places on the pilgrims’ lips, 
ejaculations which seem more evangelic than ever, such as: “Lord, he 
whom Thou lovest is sick... Lord, if Thou wilt, Thou canst cure 
me... Lord, that I may see... Lord, that I may walk... O Mary, 
Health of the Sick, pray for us... St. Bernadette, pray for us!” 
Jesus then blesses the sick, who, if not cured completely, are comforted 
and forever strengthened in their spirit of faith and resignation. 

Third: the Holy Hours. The morning and the afternoon are 
sanctified by the Presence of Jesus. The night must also be. Not 
infrequently organized pilgrimages repair to the large Church of the 
Rosary at ten o’clock P.M. for a Holy Hour. Jesus is exposed in the 
monstrance, and He gazes down upon His children from His throne 
of gold. A prelate usually presides, and a priest leads in prayer, — 
the most beautiful prayers of atonement and reparation. The Sanctus 
is then sung by the faithful. Presently, another priest ascends the 
pulpit and speaks to the pilgrims of the love of Jesus Sacramental 
for them, and of the love which they owe Him in return. 

A recent Spanish pilgrimage from Barcelona was conducted as 
above. As the clock struck twelve, the Most Reverend Bishop began 
midnight Mass. As a special privilege, all the priests of the pilgrimage 
celebrated the holy Sacrifice on the other altars. In the meantime, the 
faithful prepared to receive Holy Communion. O heavenly moment! 
Another Benediction of the Blessed Sacrament followed, and then, 
it being but an hour or two past midnight, the pilgrims were forced 
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to tear themselves away from the Love of loves. How true ring those 
words of the Psalmist at Eucharistic Lourdes: Better is one day in 
thy house, O Lord, above a thousand years in the tabernacles of 
sinners! 

A member of the aforementioned pilgrimage sums up his visit 
thus: “The five days of our pilgrimage at Lourdes have passed. To- 
gether with our Most Reverend Bishop (of Barcelona) we bid adieu 
to the Immaculate Virgin. We come to bid thee farewell, O Virgin | 
of Lourdes! — Priests, men and women sob. We are happy and 
grateful... We promise to love thee much, to receive Jesus, thy Di- 
vine Son, frequently in Holy Communion, to visit Him daily in His 
tabernacle.” — 

Behold the Eucharistic fruits of a pilgrimage to Our Lady’s shrine 
at Lourdes! Truly, the Holy Father has chosen well in designating 
Lourdes as the place for the special concluding triduum in honor of 
our Divine Redemption. For during this Jubilee year we have also 
commemorated Christ’s last bequest of love from the Cross, His Vir- 
gin Mother. May the graces of the public triduum of Lourdes ir- 
radiate throughout the world, filling all hearts, and through Mary 
may mankind be inspired with greater gratitude for the marvelous 
benefits of our Divine Redemption.

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Seeking Jesus 





ANY are the classes of people who have sought 
Jesus since He came to earth. The shepherds sought 
Him with simplicity, holy eagerness, and they found 
Him with joy, holiness and lifelong fidelity. The 
three Holy Kings sought Him amidst hardships and 
difficulties. They, too, left His presence, sanctified, 
fortified for a life of holiness. 

Jesus was sought by others with an entirely different spirit. He 
was sought by Herod’s cruel soldiers, intent on taking His life. But 
they succeeded not, though the streets of Bethlehem flowed with the 
infant-bleod of the innocent victims. For these wicked soldiers, Christ 
meant condemnation. Again Jesus was sought by soldiers in the Garden 
of Olives, spurred on by the traitor Judas. The hour decreed by the 
Divine Will had arrived, and He delivered Himself into their hands, 
submitting to their maltreatment even to His death upon the Cross. 
For them, Jesus was the sign of contradiction, — their perdition. 

In our age and times Jesus is sought as of yore. The poor seek 
Him, like the shepherds, seek Him in simplicity, and find Him in love, 
consolation and resignation in sacrifice. The well-disposed rich, like 
the Magi, also find Jesus, lay their treasures at His feet for His glory, 
and find salvation. But Jesus is also sought as by cruel soldiers, by 
those who would banish Him from public life, from schools, from 
the hearts of the youth. He is insulted, outraged, blasphemed as in 
His Passion by those who commit sacrileges against the Adorable 
Sacrament, delivering Him up to Satan in their wicked hearts. For 
such Christ becomes Judge. 

And we, where shall we seek Jesus? Ah, “Come and see.” He 
dwells on the altar of every Catholic Church. The poor, the rich, 
the meek and humble and the arrogant all can find Him there at any 
hour of the day or of the night. In stately cathedral or humble chapel, 
it matters not. He longs for us to seek Him. In the Holy Eucharist, 
which our Savior instituted immediately before His Passion and death 
in order that it might subsist in the Church until the end of time, He 
continues His life among us. The Blessed Sacrament is the centre of 
the Christian life. Grace radiates from this centre, as light and heat 
from the sun. Our Eucharistic Lord does not merely continue the 
sacrifice of Calvary by being offered up in sacrifice on our altars in 
Holy Mass. He does not merely unite Himself for a few happy and 
precious moments to the souls who prepare themselves to receive Him 
worthily in Holy Communion. The sacramental species are quickly 
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consumed — the Holy Mass is soon over. But the Heart of Jesus 
wishes to be near us always, and outside Mass and Communion He 
wishes to be reserved in our tabernacles that we may have the oppor- 
tunity of drawing near to Him at any hour of the day or night. —O 
Jesus, I believe that Thou are really, truly and substantially present 
in the Holy Eucharist. There shall I seek Thee, and there Thy love 
has made it possible for me to rinv Thee — my God and my All! 








The Greatest Affliction of the Poor Souls 





HEN St. Catherine of Genoa said: “The pains of pur- 
gatory are so great that no human tongue can describe 
them, no intellect upon earth can grasp them,” she 
had before her eyes, above all, that unspeakable tor- 
ment which the poor souls endure by the privation 
of the Beatific Vision of God. The punishment of 
loss is, without doubt, the greatest of all the punish- 
ments of purgatory. It affects the soul the more oppressively in the 
degree that the soul was more intimately united with God in life. 
Such a soul yearns with indescribable longing to be united with 
Him forever. 

As the hart panteth after the fountains of water, so the souls in 
purgatory yearn for the Beatific Vision of God. They thirst for God 
and sigh with the Psalmist (xli. 3): “When shall I come and appear 
before the face of God?” Until then tears are their bread day and 
night (Ps. xli. 4) and their affliction on this account is, according 
to the words of St. Vincent Ferrer, so great, that to the poor souls one 
single day seems like a thousand years. 

In order to give us, in some measure, an idea of these unspeakable 
sufferings of the poor souls, St. Catherine of Genoa, in her treatise 
on purgatory, makes use of the following beautiful comparison. “If 
but one bread alone existed that was capable of stilling our hunger, 
and the mere sight of it were able to satiate us, what a craving we 
would have for this bread, how our hunger for it would increase-from 
day to day! Our agony would become ever more intolerable the 
longer we were deprived of it. Similar it is with the poor souls in 
purgatory. They crave for the bread of life, they long for the 
Beatific Vision of God. These poor souls know that they are destined, 
some day, to eat of the tree of life and to drink of the fountain of life; 
consequently they suffer unutterable pangs of hunger and thirst for 
the highest and only Good. 
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No vanity of this world, no earthly pomp and pleasure, with- 
draws them now from God. On the contrary, they feel themselves 
drawn with all their strength to Him, their eternal happiness, of which 
they are certain, but they cannot yet attain to Him. They know that 
they are children of God and still they cannot behold their Father 
in heaven. Then an awful homesickness for their Father’s house 
seizes them... At the same time, the bitterest sorrow overwhelms them, 
for they know that they themselves are the cause of their misfortune, 
that their sins, their little zeal for penance, their attachment to the 
vain pleasures of this world, are the deplorable causes of their im- 
measurable sufferings. They shed tears, longing for heaven; tears 
of regret over their sinful and imperfect sojourn on earth; tears are 
their food and their drink until finally the longed-for moment arrives 
when the Lord says to the soul: ‘Enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord!’” (Matt. xxv. 21). 

According to the revelations of more than one saint, many souls 
in purgatory suffer this one punishment, the purgatory of longing, as 
it is called by St. Bridget.

The departed, in return, are deeply grateful 
to those whose charity shortens the time of their intolerable torments.

HE year 1793 was one in an epoch when infamous acts 
and crimes of every conceivable description were of daily 
occurrence. Profanation and annihilation of religion, scan- 
dalous persecution and cruel enslavement of the Catholic 
Church were frequently applauded as deeds of valor. 
During this time, a French regiment was marching through 
a small town in Italy. <A fearful hurricane raged; trees 
were torn out by the roots and blocked the roads, torrents of rain 
poured through the damaged roofs. Hurriedly, a crowd of soldiers, 
dripping with mud and rain, made their way to a nearby church. 
This House of God, to these ruffians, was not more than a public 
building. They shook off the mud, threw their baggage and weapons 
on the floor, then one after another stretched himself out comfort- 
ably to rest. 

“Ho, there! bring us wine. We will defy the weather,” shouted 
one of the soldiers. In smutty language, others joined him in giving 
vent to their satanic hatred of the holy images. Suddenly, while 
uttering a horrible curse, an insolent villain sprang upon the altar, 
and with his rifle battered in the tabernacle door. He seized the 
ciborium, flung the Sacred Hosts upon the floor, and triumphantly 
returned to his companions, intending to use the sacred vessel as a 
wine glass. 

However, God will not always be mocked. As once the warning 
hand wrote upon the wall the words of vengeance against the drunken, 
presumptuous Balthassar, so now was this offender struck by the 
avenging hand of God. Scarcely had he dipped the sacred vessel 
into the wine-can, when he fell to the floor—dead. The Heavenly 
Father had punished the outrage committed against His Divine Son. 
And to prove that it is He who shields the honor of His temple and 
of His property, He fixed the desecrated ciborium so tightly into 
the rigid hand of the corpse that no one was able to remove it 
from him. Only the deeply grieved pastor, whom the soldiers in con- 
sternation called upon the scene, was able to take the precious ves- 
sel without difficulty.

ANY young girls there are who delight in nothing 
so much as to display their beauty and accomplish- 
ments and to receive the adulation of an admiring 
world. Of this stamp was Eugenie Aude, the 19- 
year-old daughter of wealthy parents, living in the 
city of Bouthiers in the Savoyan Hills. Thoroughly 
pampered, yet childlike and innocent of heart, 
Eugenie not only passed as the fairest flower of 
Bouthiers, but was so in very deed. That is, if one judged according 
to station, wealth, beauty and accomplishments. But from a spiritual 
standpoint there was much to be desired in Eugenie. She prayed, it 
is true, but superficially; she went to church when duty demanded, 
but did not like to go; she was upright, but by no means pious. 

Upon no person did Eugenie lavish more attention or gaze with 
greater admiration than upon herself. With no one did she hold 
more prolonged or delightful converse than with her own image in 
the tall mirror in her boudoir. To her own mind it was clear that 
she was destined for great things in life because of her beauty and 
talents.

Long Eugenie posed before the mirror, reluctant to remove the 
beautiful costume which so becomingly draped her tall, slender form. 
Slowly she loosened the soft coils of her glossy hair, which strikingly 
offset the delicate whiteness of her complexion and the snowy folds 
of her luxurious gown. The roses in her cheeks rivaled in color those 
entwined in her hair, and the jewels on her neck and arms seemed 
to catch the radiance of her sparkling eyes and to reflect it in myriad 
flashes of light. Truly, it was a picture of loveliness which the mirror 
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displayed to Eugenie, and Eugenie was not blind to her charms. Fold- 
ing her hands and lowering her eyes, she whispered: ‘‘Dear Lord, 
help me to attain the lofty goal for which I am destined.” 

Had she realized that pride, and not humility, had prompted this 
prayer, Eugenie might not have uttered it. But she was astounded 
at the amazing promptness of the answer. As her self-complacent 
glance fell once more upon the mirror, a startling vision met her eyes. 
Not her own daintily clad figure, as she had expected, but the figure 
of the Ecce Homo, gazed back at her, with an expression of untold 
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sadness and pain. She beheld the suffering Savior, dark streams of 
blood flowing down His cheeks and temples, a crown of thorns encircling 
His brow, His sacred Body covered with wounds and blood, and the 
red mantle of mockery thrown about His shoulders. How long the 
apparition lasted, Eugenie could not tell. She only knew that from 
that moment her heart was transformed. Falling upon her knees, 
she repeated again and again with humble contrition: “My Jesus, 
mercy! Ah, who art Thou, my Savior, and what am I in Thy sight!” 
The scales had fallen from her eyes, and she saw the vanity, the 
emptiness of all the earthly splendor which had so engaged her heart.

The Miracle of Grace 


Many years have passed since the writer of these lines stood at 
the gate of the Convent of Trinita dei Monti in Rome, one beautiful 
October afternoon. In the scarlet glow of the evening, the cupola of 
St. Peter’s rose before us as if dipped. in gold. Then the door swung 
wide, and entering the Convent of the Madames of the Sacred Heart, 
we passed through the corridors to the place where Madame Eugenie 
Aude had closed her life. Bidding farewell to earth’s fleeting pleasures, 
she had entered the novitiate on the feast of St. Conrad in 1816. 
Four years later she had been sent to St. Louis, Missouri, in our own 
United States as a missionary Sister. She became an intimate friend 
of the saintly foundress, Madeline Sophie Barat, and died as superior 
of the Convent of Trinita dei Monti in Rome on March 6, 1842. 

The story of her marvelous conversion is recorded in the annals 
of the Congregation. Truly, we are confronted here by one of those 
miracles of grace which are not so rare or impossible as the world 
believes. Here again Jesus Christ has proved that His poverty and 
ignominy and His profound abasement are a thousand times more 
powerful in attracting the noble and generous human heart than a 
prince of this world with all his pomp and vanity. For, as St. Augus- 
tine says, our heart is created for God, and it finds no peace until it 
rests in Him. 
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ENT is passing swiftly, and soon we shall be rejoic- 
ing in the glorious resurrection of our dear Savior 
on Easter morning. We hope all the Little Lovers 
are working diligently at their Easter Baskets so 
they will be ready to offer to Jesus as a resur- 
rection gift, in thanksgiving for all He has suffered 
for you during His bitter Passion. How pretty your 
baskets must look with the many colored squares 
and circles you are putting into them. But your hearts are still 
more beautiful in the sight of God, who sees in them the acts of 
devotion and self-denial you have offered for His love, which these 
squares represent. Yes, dear Little Lovers, it is love that matters most 
of all, so be sure that everything you do is done for pure love of God. 

Now would you like to hear some more interesting things about the 
little Hindu children in Bangalore? There was one dear little girl 
the Sisters wrote us about, but they did not tell us her name. So we 
shall call her Teresa, because the Hindu children are very fond of 
St. Teresa, the Little Flower of Jesus. Teresa was just six years old, 
and was preparing to make her First Holy Communion. She under- 
stood very well the instructions that were given her, and longed for 
the day when Jesus would come into her heart. One day a girl about 
ten years old, who had a very hasty temper, quarreled with one of 
her companions and struck her. Little Teresa began to cry, and when 
asked why she cried she said: “Because this girl had Jesus, THE GoD, 
lying on her tongue only about one hour ago, and now she uses her 
tongue to say rude words. Jesus will be very sad to be in her heart.” 
She would not be satisfied till she got that naughty girl to come to 
the chapel with her, and there before the Tabernacle ask Jesus’ pardon. 

At another time the Sisters noticed that Little Teresa clung very 
closely to one of her companions who had received Holy Communion. 
They asked her why she was so fond of this girl, and she answered 
sweetly: “Because Jesus is in her heart, and I want to be near Jesus!” 

Another poor little Hindu child whom the Sisters were caring for 
in the hospital had a disease of the bone and her little legs were all 
bent, so that she could not romp and play like the other children. 
Sometimes she looked very sad, and one day when she thought no 
one was looking, the Sister found her weeping. “What is the matter, 
dear?” the Sister asked. The little one, timidly pointing to her 
crooked legs, said that she was afraid God did not like such bent 
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legs and that in heaven she would not be able to play with the angels 
because she could not run. Dear, sweet children! Don’t you think 
they must be very dear to God? When they say their prayers at night, 
they always add in their little treble voices: “And please, dear Jesus, 
bless our "Merican friends.”

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baby, she was rescued by one of the missionaries and brought to the 
hospital, and the Sisters have cared for her ever since. She is now thirteen 
years old, and has been lying on a bed of suffering for almost five 
years. This poor little girl is quite crippled; she cannot stretch her 
arms, legs or fingers, and at times her sufferings are very intense. 
But she always smiles and makes light of them. Her mother is still 
a pagan, and Kittery offers up her sufferings to obtain her mother’s 
conversion. For this intention Kittery suffers patiently day and night, 
and sometimes big tears roll down her cheeks because her mother does 
not want to become a Christian. She is very fond of a picture of the 
Sacred Heart which hangs near her bed. She also has a small picture 
of the Sacred Heart which she keeps under her pillow, and when the 
pains are almost unbearable she presses the picture to her lips and 
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swallows down her tears. Isn’t it beautiful to see how even these little 
Hindu children learn to suffer patiently for love of Jesus? This 
beautiful lesson you, too, should learn, dear Little Lovers. When 
you have a little headache, or have any little pain to suffer, do not 
begin at once to cry and think everybody should pity you. No. Think 
of Jesus on the Cross, how much He suffered for you and for each 
one of us. It is He who sends you these little sufferings, so you can 
give Him a proof of your love by bearing them patiently. If you do 
this, it will really be as if you were to bind up our Lord’s wounds, 
as the little girl is doing in the picture. And perhaps some day He 
will give you the grace to do much greater things for Him. 

PRACTICE FOR APRIL: Continue preparing your Easter Baskets, 
as recommended last month. Those who have joined the Little Lovers 
since then, or who have not yet started their basket, will be glad to 
have us repeat the instructions for preparing them: 

If you have not a small basket suitable for this purpose, you can 
make one or draw one on paper and cut it out. Every time you 
perform some act of piety, such as hearing Mass, receiving Holy Com- 
munion, praying the Stations, etc., or when you bring a sacrifice or 
do an act of kindness for love of Jesus, make a mark inside your 
basket (if it is one drawn on paper) or put a little slip of paper into 
it (if it is a real basket). The different acts can be distinguished by 
using different colors and shapes for your marks or your slips. These 
are the forms and colors one Little Lover used last year: — 

White circles for Holy Communions 

Yellow squares for Holy Masses Red squares for Rosaries 

Green squares for Aspirations Tan squares for Visits 

Blue squares for Hail Marys Pink squares for Acts of Kindness 

Purple crosses for Stations Brown squares for Sacrifices 
The last two were suggested by us in addition to the ones he had made. 
We hope each Little Lover will rejoice the Heart of Jesus with a full 
basket on Easter morning. But do not forget that it is the love with 
which you do these acts that will make them pleasing to Jesus, and 
that the real offering which will rejoice Him is your own heart, in 
which you have treasured up all these devotions. May you all have 
a happy and holy Easter!
